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Amendment, filed on 02 September 2005, has been considered and entered. 
Claims 2-6 & 10-14 are cancelled. Claims 17-24 are added. 

Amendments of claims overcome the rejection of claims presented in previous action. 

Priority

U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 7-9, 15-24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 & 9, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
plasma display comprising all the limitations of claims 1 & 9, particularly comprising the 
limitations of a filter includes a glass layer, two anti-reflecting layers, a first of the two 
anti-reflecting layers located on the first side of the glass layer and a second of the two 
anti-reflecting layers spaced apart from the second side of the glass layer and located 
between the glass layer and the front glass of the plasma display panel, an 
electromagnetic wave shielding layer located on the second side of the glass layer and 
a polarization plate located between the electromagnetic wave shielding and the second 
of the two anti-reflecting layers , the second of the two anti-reflecting layers faces 
toward the first face of the front glass of the plasma display. 

Regarding claims 1 9 & 22, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
plasma display comprising all the limitations of claims 19 & 22, particularly comprising 
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the limitations of a filter includes a glass layer, two anti-reflecting layers, a first of the 
two anti-reflecting layers located on the first side of the glass layer and a second of the 
two anti-reflecting layers spaced apart from the second side of the glass layer, a 
polarization plate located between the second anti-reflecting layer and the first side of 
the glass layer, a color compensating layer on the first side of the glass layer, and an 
electromagnetic wave shielding layer between the color compensating layer and the 
polarization plate, the first of the two anti-reflecting layers faces toward the first face of 
the front glass of the plasma display. 

Claims 7-8, 15-18, 20 & 23-24 are allowed being dependent on corresponding 
allowed base claims.
